You  can't  go  to  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service  and  see  your  neighbor’s  income  tax 
return,  or  storm  into  the  Pentagon  and  de¬ 
mand  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  but  thanks  to 
Public  Law  89-487,  your  right  to  peek  be¬ 
hind  the  bureaucratic  curtain  in  which  big 
government  cloaks  itself  has  been  greatly 
enhanced. 

In  the  past,  a  person  asking  to  see  docu¬ 
ments  in  a  particular  government  agency 
had  to  prove,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  agen¬ 
cy,  that  he  had  a  demonstrable  need  for 
the  information. 

Under  the  new  law,  which  went  into  ef¬ 
fect  on  July  4,  any  person  may  request  in¬ 
formation  from  a  government  agency. 
Furthermore,  the  agency  must  provide  a 
reading  room,  a  list  of  administrative 
materials  and  photocopying  equipment  for 

If  a  request  for  information  is  denied, 
the  burden  of  justifying  the  denial  rests 


with  the  agency.  If  the  private  citizen  still 
thinks  he  should  have  the  information,  M 
can  file  suit  against  the  agency  denying  it. 

The  government's  files  have  not  beeli 
flung  wide  open  by  any  means.  Material 
falling  within  nine  categories  -  such  all 
national  defense  secrets,  foreign  policy 
documents,  personnel  records  -  is  exempt¬ 
ed. 

The  law  has  already  been  criticized  ak 
being  fuzzy,  confusing  and  open  to  varyihl 
interpretations  as  to  what  is  exempted 
and  what  is  not.  Some  agency  officiate 
foresee  no  effect  on  their  information  pol¬ 
icies;  others  predict  a  rash  of  lawsuits  to 
test  the  law  in  the  courts. 

Congress  will  keep  an  eye  on  the  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  law.  promises  its  House 
sponsor.  Rep.  John  Moss,  D-Calif. 

"The  objective  of  the  new  law  is  clear," 
says  Moss.  “How  well  it  works  will  de¬ 
pend  on  how  effectively  the  people  exer¬ 
cise  their  guarantee  of  access  to  the  facts 
of  government."
